A. For the Explication of the wonderful Pi.cno- 
mena of the Variation of the Compafs, we can- 
not think of an Hyporhefis more plaufible than that 
of Mr. Hallzy. He fuppofes (according as Kepler 
had done before) the External Parts of the Earth 
totbe as a great hollow Globe, sin which is includ- 
ed another Concentrical Globe with a Flaid Medi- 
um between. Both of them have the fame Axis 
of Diurnal Rotation, only. there is fome {:1,all Dif. 
ference in the Swiftnefs of Motion of the outer and 
inner Sphere which in Length of Time becomes 
fenfible, and by which means the one muft advance 
more to the Eaft or Weft than the other. Sup- 
pofing then thele two Spheres to be two Magnets, 
each of them having two Poles diftant from ihe 
Poles of their Diurnal Rotation, thofle of the inner 
Sphere by Reafon of the already mention’d diffe- 
rent Swiltnels of Motion, changing their Place in 
Refpect of thofe of the Upper Sphere, there will 
from thence arife different Megnetical Poles. which 
will ferve to Solve alithe Phenomena of the Needle’s 
Variation that have been yet obferved. The two 
Poles of che upper Sphere are fix'd, and ifthe Needle 
were wholly Governed by them, the Variations of 
it wou'd be always nearly rhe fame, it is therefore 
the Gradual Tranflaztion of the Poles of the Inter- 
nal Sphere that directs it Varioufly, and caufes a 
gradual Change of the Variation in the fame Place; 
bur after the Revolution of this Internal Ball the 
Variations will return as before, The Period of 
this Revolution is not yet difcovered but muft be 
left co the Enquiry of Future Ages ; for the Vari- 
ation has only been found out about a too Years, 


and there want due Obfervations to bring this 


Theory .to Perfection. The Application of this 
Hyporbetis to all the Particularities of the 
Variation as they are fec down by Mr. HaJey's 
Chart, being very cafy, we thall leave ro the Cu- 
rious Reader.

on for Surrendring Douay and Fort d Et- 

carpe, Mere faithfully Executed on boih fides, on 
the 29th of the laf Month; That the Garrifon 
Marched out the fame Day in the Forenoon in the 
Prefence of the Duke of Marlborough and Prince 
Eugene, and feveral ovher General Officers; That 
the Squadrons and Batalions were Reduced by the 
Siege to a very Weak Condition, and the whole 
Garrifon did nor amount io 5006 Men; That 
mediately after which General Hompetch, who is 
appointed Governor of the Town, Marched in wih 
the Troops that are to Form that Garrifon ; That 
Monfieur des Roques is made Governor of For: d 
Efcarpe, and took Poffeffion the fame Day. The 
Letters from Madrid, June the 16th, Advife, that 
on the 8th King Charles arrived at Balaguer under 
a Triple Ditcharge of the Cannon of the Town ; 
That the fame Day Lieutenant General Don Anito- 
nio d’ Amezaga join'd the Duke of Anjou’s 
wich the Forces under his Command, and the 
Troops likewiie under the Command of General
